RIVERHEAD, N. Y., July 7.—A 
German-born former Nazi storm 
trooper and aviater today de- 
nounced his native land as a coun- 
try of oppression, . 

Testifying at the trial of six di- 
rectors of the German-American 
Settlement League, who are charged 
with violating the Civil Rights Act, 
Willy Brandt, 28 years old, said he 
had quit Germany in disgust be- 
cause the people were oppressed. 

The league and its directors are 
accused of failing to file a member- 
ship list with the Secretary of State, 
as required of oath-bound organi- 
zations by the Civil Rights Act. 

Assistant District Attorney Lind- 
say R. Henry asked Brandt if he 
had seen “people shot down in the 
street without trial” and the wit- 
ness replied in the affirmative. 

“Many of them were my friends,” 
he said. : 

On cross-examination, William I. 
Karle, defense lawyer, tried to 
show that the complainant in the 
case, Roy P. Monahan, State com- 
mander of the Disabled War Vet- 
erans, had hired Erandt to join 
the German-American Bund to gain 
evidence. .

The statement named none of the 
firms which might be involved in 
the grand jury inquiry. 

“It appears that the producer re- 
ceives an extremely low price for 
milk in spite of high prices paid by 
the consumer,” Arnold’s statement 


said. : 
An Outstanding Problem. 

The investigation, he added, 
should furnish an “unusual oppor- 
tunity to test the effectiveness of 
the anti-trust laws to meet an out- 
standing problem of American busi- 
ness and social economy.” 

Arnold asserted the Justice De- 
partment had no desire to “destroy 
or hamper” the sale of dairy prod- 
ucts but that it did intend “to 
stamp out illegal practices and es- 
tablish an orderly market.” 

Leo F. Tierney, a special assistant 
to Attorney-General Cummings, will 
head the staff of Government at- 
torneys appearing before the grand 
jury in the Northern Illinois Fed- 
eral district. 

Arnold noted that Chicago is in

Ford Motor Co. Found Guilty 
Of Unfair Labor Practices 


Continued From Page One. 


The St. Louis division was inter- 
venor in the case. 

“Testimony regarding the origin 
of the intervenor,” Dudley re- 
marked, “is so inconsistent and so 
incredible that the details of its 
birth and growth remain uncer- 
tain.” Formation of the St. Louis 
division, he said, was preceded by 
circulation of “loyalty pledges” in 
the plant last October and Novem- 
ber by ‘a group of assistant fore- 
men, 

The examiner pointed out that 
Leo R. Schaefer, Dearborn (Mich.) 
municipal judge, the Liberty Le- 
gion’s general counsel, was person- 
ally acquainted with Henry Ford. 
Dudley remarked pointedly that a 
lunch system in Dearborn owned 
by the Schaefer family holds a 
$100,000-a-year concession to sup- 
ply lunches to Ford employes. 

Reinstated Men Signed Pledges. 

The testimony, Dudley said, indi- 
cated that 92.3 per cent of the CIO 
men reinstated before a strike was 
called last Nov. 24, had signed the 
“loyalty pledges.” ‘ On Nov. 30, he 
remarked, the Liberty Legion had 
“burst into existence” and had 592 
members, including the plant per- 
sonnel manager, a general foreman 
and eight foremen: : 

The company, the examiner con- 
tinued, “laid the groundwork for 
the Liberty Legion by ousting 
U A W A members. It reinstated 
within the safety cf plant walls only 
those who would ‘remain ‘loyal’ to 
the company and oppose the union. 
Having thus segregated the ‘loyal’ 
workers, respondent’s foremen led 
practically all of them in one day 
within the folds of a labor organiza- 
tion.” He recommended that the 
company discontinue all “financial 
and other support” to the organiza- 
tion. 

While the examiner did not make 
the recommendation specifically, 
his findings were interpreted a6 
applying to Liberty wegion divisions 
which have been: formed in other 
Ford plants, notably at Detroit, 
Memphis, Dallas and Atlanta. Na- 
tional officers of the organization 
testified in January that its mem- 
bership within the -Ford organiza- 
tion was in excess of 80,000. 

Circulation of “anti-union” pam- 
phiets at the plant last July had 
considerable effect on the minds of 
employes, the report stated. He de- 
cleared also that anti-union remarks 
attributed by newspapers to Henry 


Ford “go far beyond the expression | 


of opinion. They constitute an ex- 
pression of intent to violate the 
law regardless of consequences.” 
No attempt apparently had been 
made to retract or modify the 
statements, Dudley said. 

569 Bona Fide U A W A Members. 

In discussing collective bargain- 
ing, the examiner recited details of 
the founding of Local 325 of the 
U A W A at the Ford plant in April, 
1937, and its success in dealing with 
the management until the shut- 
down on Sept. 15. He said the union 
claimed 827 members as of Sept. 
15, among the 837 eligible workers 
on the payroll. 

From that number, Dudley de- 
ducted 206 names, because they 
either had failed to pay dues or 
fees or had joined the union un- 
der “duress.” After deducting 52 
other names, including those of 
non-eligible assistant foremen, he 
found the CIO union had 569 mem- 
bers in good standing. 

“At all times since Sept. 15,” he 
con cluded, “the U A W A has been 
the exclusive representative of all 
employes ... for the purpose of 
collective bargaining with respect 
to grievances, labor disputes, wages 
and other conditions of work.” 
Company “Never Truly Bargained”. 

The trial examiner found that 
the company bargained with the 
union ‘in the spring and summer of 
1937, because a high stage of pro- 
duction made it expedient to avoid 
disputes. However, after the plant 
began closing down in September, 
Dudley remarked, a change in the 
management's attitude became 
parent. 

The company, ihe declared, vio- 
lated an agreement with the union 
committee in regard to employment 


ap-

during the shutdown, and ignored 


requests to bargain made by tele- 
phone, telegram and mail. The ex- 
aminer@said: “Never did respond- 
ent bargain in the true sense of 
‘give-and-take’ required for adjust- 
ment of differences. Bert Gant- 
ner (factory service manager) re- 
fused to discuss anything; he mere- 
ly denied charges found by this re- 
port to be true.” 

Coercion of Workers Charged. 

The company’s practice of call- 
ing employes into its offices after 
the hearing began to elicit informa- 
tion on their preference as to union 
affiliation was held by Dudley to 
be “coercion” in violation of the 
Wagner Act. His finding was that 
the company had violated the law 
in preparing its defense. He added: 
“It is significant that only one man 
out of approximately 500 who were 
questioned at the hearing admitted 
that he would vote for the CI O 
in case of an election.” 

The company’s. discriminatory 
practices began, Dudley said, in 
April, 1937, with the discharge of 
Jesse Olive, vice-president of the 
local. Although Olive was rein- 
stated upon complaint by a union 
committee, a further violation oc- 
curred when Milton N. Johnson, 
plant manager, informed the 11 
members of the committee that they 
were fired. The discharge, how- 
ever, ‘was short-lived. 

Dudley upheld to a large extent 
the company’s plea that 23 men 
were né&t reinstated because of in- 
efficiency. But he declared the firm 
was “contradictory” and “inconsist- 
ent” in refusing to rehire 61 others 
because of acts of violence. State- 
ments in regard to many of-these 
men, he said, “were apparently col- 
lected from any willing source, of- 
ten prejudiced, sometimes even un- 
identified.” 

This policy, the examiner said, 
was not adopted until after the 
company was served with the com- 
plaint in December. Remarking on 
testimony that the company had 
aided employes accused of crimes 
by making bonds and paying a fire 
in one instance, Dudley said the 
evidence “brings one to the inesca- 
pable. conclusion that respondent 
had decided to ‘get’ these men.” 

No direct mention was made of 
the company’s defense testimony re- 
garding economic conditions. The 
examiner ruled that men who ig- 
nored recall notices after the strike 
had not severed employe relation- 
ships. He found also that the strike 
,was justified by refusal of the com- 
pany to bargain, and held that 
striking employes retained all em- 
ploye privileges. 

of Recommendations. 

In summarizing his recommenda- 
tions, Dudley recommended the fol- 
lowing affirmative. action by the 
company: 

Withdraw all recognition from 
Liberty Legion; send notices to Lib- 
erty Legion and St. Louis division 
that organizations have been 
formed and administered in viola- 
tion of the Wagner Act; offer full 
reinstatement to 96 men, with back 
pay (dating in most instances from 
last November); upon application, 
give employment to 96 men, with 
pay from date of application; re- 
instate 57 men when needed, giv- 
ing priority over workers younger 
in point of service; upon request, 
bargain collectively with the CIO 
local 


The company will have 10 days 
in which to report the extent of 
its compliance to the regional 
N LR B office, and 10 days in 
which to apply for a hearing before 
the Labor Board in Washington. In 
the event the company refuses to 
follow Dudley’s recommendations, 
the board will issue a final order.

“I am sending this information,” 
Davis said, “to John H. Fahey, ad- 


ministrator of the H O L C, Stewart 


McDonald, administrator of the F 
H.A, and the Attorney-General of 
the United States, requesting that 


mediately; that the funds unlaw- 
fully taken from the employes of 
the Federal Government be restored 
immediately to those employes; and 
that Senator Clark be admonished 
for intimidating the employes of 
these organizations and for intim- 
idating the so-called free press of 
Missouri.” 

The reference to the press re- 
lates to a charge, made by Davis, 
that Senator Clark is using the 
distribution of paid advertising of 
the H O L C to obtain newspaper 
support, the advertising being with- 
held from papers not supporting 
him. 

Tells of Salary, Assessments: 

“Based on reliable authority and 
information,” Davis said, “I charge 
Senator Clark and his campaign 
managers with assessing the em- 
ployes of the H O LC and F H A, 
at the rate ‘of 1 per cent of each 
employe’s salary, for use in Sena- 
tor Clark’s primary campaign. 

“This money is receipted for and 
paid to an employe of a St. Louis 
business firm.” 

Davis charged also that Clark 
had desérted President Roosevelt 
and his policies, after the Presi- 
dent appointed Clark’s friends to 
positions in the organizations 
named. 

“Neither the President nor the 
administrative officers of these 
agencies has any knowledge of 
what Senator Clark is doing in that 
respect (collection of funds). I am 
confident that they would not tol- 
erate such action, even though Mr. 
Clark had a 100 per cent record in 
favor of the President and his 
policies—which he has not.” ' 

Davis added that, “based on the 
same information,” he charged 
Senator Clark and his managers 
with assessing and collecting cam- 
paign funds from the staff and em- 
ployes of the United States District 
Attorneys’ offices in Missouri. 

Clark Calls Charges Ridiculous. 

Senator Clark, speaking to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter by telephone 
from Caruthersville today, said the 
charge of assessing and collecting 
funds from employes of any Federal 
department was “a ridiculous lie.” 

“If any citizen has information 
showing such a practice,” he said, 
“it is his duty to furnish it to the 
Senate investigating committee, 
headed by Senator Sheppard, which 
deals with such matters. As it 
happens, I was the author of the 
provision which makes it the com- 
mittee’s duty to look into such 
charges before the primary, rather 
than to wait until afterward. 

“Some individuals with Federal 
jobs may have made contributions, 
as they have the right to do, but if 
so, I do not know of it.

Treasurer Pershall, who is presi- 
dent of the T. J. Moss Tie Co., said:

Former Governor Declares 
New York’s Constitutional 
Proviso Is ignated: 


By the Associated Presi: 
ALBANY, N. Y., -July 7.—Former 


Democratic Gov. Alfred E. Smith 
today ridiculed New York’s consti- 
tutional bar on gambling as “equal- 
ly as foolish as the eighteenth 
amendment.” : * 
Smith made the assertion when 


the constitutional -convention de- 
bated a Republican proposal to 
eliminate the prohibition from the 
Constitution. 

“Take this clausé out of the Con- 
stitution, let the Legislature make 
@ sane and sensible definition of 
gambling and you: will be able to 
enforce it because the people will be 
behind you,” Smith said. “This 
building will crumble into dust be- 
fore any legislative body or consti- 
tutional convention will be able to 
regulate people’s morals. That was 
the trouble with prohibition, that’s 
the trouble with gambling. 

“If you think you can tell a man 
he can’t have a giass of beer with 
his corned beef and cabbage on a 
Saturday night, you’re just out of 
luck. If you think you can tell 
a little girl she can’t buy a ticket 
on a raffle, you just can't get away 
with it. 

“My friends on the other side, 
you can't be for the Constitution 
and wink at its violations.” 

A majority of Republicans, who 
control the convention 92 to 76, 
favor retention of the constitutional 
bar on gambling. A provision for- 
bidding lotteries has been in the 
Constitution since the 1821 consti- 
tutional convention, and against 
racetrack gambling since 1894. 

Smith said “the: best legal minds 
in the State” were against putting 
the anti-gambling clause in the Con- 
stitution in 1894. “But,” he went on,

KOBE FLOOD RECEDES, 
AT LEAST 311 DEAD 


60,000 Homes Damaged by 
Wall of Water After Cloud- 
burst, 429 Missing.

TOKIO, July 7.—Flood waters 
that surged out of the hills sur- 
rounding Kobe virtually disap- 
peared today and the western har- 
bor city began clearing away the 
wreckage of its worst disaster. 

Official figures put deaths at 311, 
‘with 1200 injured and 429 missing. 
Fears were expressed that the 
death total might reach 1000. 

Investigations were said to have 
shown that reservoirs remained in- 
tact, proving that the sudden tor- 
rent was the result of water col- 
lecting in the heights after a cloud- 
burst.

The flood cut through the middle 
of the city and damaged 60,000 
houses with a wall of water nearly 
six feet high.

‘STLOUIS POST-DISPATCH.

Is in Doubt.

SEDALIA, Mo., July 7.—The in- 
fluence of the Pendergast organiza- 
tion in Kansas City, coupled with 
that of many of the active support- 
ers of Congressman R. T. Wood, 
president of the State Federation 
of Labor, has put the Sixth Con- 
gressional District in the doubtful 


list in the contest of Judge James 
M. Douglas and Judge James V. 
Billings for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Judge Douglas’ seat in the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 

At this stage of the campaign, 
Judge Billings apparently has some- 
thing of an advantage in the dis- 
trict, but supporters of Judge Doug- 
las refuse to concede defeat, con- 
tending that the intensive campaign 
that will be conducted during the 
next three weeks before the: pri- 
mary will bring out the so-called 
“silent” vote for Douglas in suf- 
ficient volume to give him a major- 


ity. 

The Sixth District lies to the south, 
east and southeast of Kansas City, 
bordering on Jackson County. For 
several years the Pendergast influ- 
ence has been felt in every election 
in the district, operating through 
many of the local political leaders. 
It became particularly apparent in 
the 1932 campaign when Pendergast 
put Wood on the slate of 13 he sup- 
ported for the congressional nom- 
inations, which that year were 
madeat large. This placed Wood's 
following, originally a union labor 
group, which Wood had built into 
a powerful political group, under 
obligations to the Kansas City boss. 

Labor Vote for Billings. 

While Woods is taking no public 
part in the judicial contest, and 
such Wood leaders as Postmaster C. 
W. Greenwade and H. 8, Washburn 
of Springfield, Wood’s secretary, 
are insistent in their statements 
that the Wood organization is not 
interested, it is generally known 
that the Wood following is sup- 
porting Judge Billings. That means 
that at least a majority of the la- 
bor vote of the district, which is 
extensive in Sedalia, Springfield 
and Nevada, will be for Billings. 

But it is likewise true that there 
is a strong anti-Pendergast senti- 
ment throughout all the counties of 
the district, and a strong anti-Wood 
sentiment, which for the most part 
will be for Douglas. 

The total vote of the district 
probably will not exzeed 45,000. It 
ran a little over 55,000 in the last 
primary, in which Wood had a ma- 
jority of 6614. But in the same pri- 
mary, Lawrence McDaniel of St. 
Louis, opposing Judzge Ernest 5. 
Gantt for Supreme. Judge lost the 
district by only 422 votes, carry- 
ing five of the 11 counties notwith- 
standing Judge Gantt had the sup- 
port of the Pendergast organization. 

At that time, the entire State ad- 
ministration was dominated by 
Pendergast and State employes 
were actively workirg for the Pen- 
dergast-supported candidates. Now 
Gov. Stark is leading the fight for 
Judge Douglas and against Pender- 
gast and Judge Billings. The em- 
ployes in the executive departments 
under the Governor are supposed 
to be active for Judge Douglas, 
though many are Pendergast hold- 
overs from the previous administra- 
tion and are inactive in the cam- 
paign. 

Influence of Judiciary. 

There are three large State in- 
stitutions in the district, however, 
and though there is an official 
aloofness from political coercion 
of employes of educational and 
eleemosynary institutions, the 
rumors which are about that after 
the primary there may be many 
vacancies in State jobs are certain 
to have their influence in lining up 
employes of these institutions with 
the administration in its stand for 
Judge Douglas. 

On the Billing sides there are 
equally strong political influences, 
though there the judiciary is in- 
volved. The unprecedented situa- 
tion of an Appellate Judge leaving 
the bench to manage a political 
campaign is found in Judge Floyd 
L. Sperry of Clinton, a Commis- 
sioner of the Kanxas City Court 
of Appeals, who is the Billings 
manager. 

All the counties of the Sixth Dis- 
trict and in fact nearly half the 
counties of the State, are in the 
Kansas Court of Appeals dis- 
trict and every case which is ap- 
pealed, except those ‘that go to the 
Supreme Court, go from them to 
the Kansas City Court of Appeals. 
Judge Sperry, though a Commis- 
sioner, is to all practical purposes 
a Judge of the court, the only dif- 
ference being that a Commissioner’s 
opinion must be approved by a ma- 
jority of the three Jidges. With 
the consent of the court, Sperry 
has been touring the State with 
Judge Billings and has been act-

Tennessee State Court to 
Declare Presidential Or- 
der Void. 


SEEKS TO RECOVER 
POST AND SALARY 
His Removal for ‘‘Obstruc- 
_tion” Based on Opinion 
of R. H. Jackson, Now 
Attorney-General.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., July 7.— 
Dr. Arthur E. Morzan in a chan- 
cery court action filed here yes- 
terday challenged authority of 
President Roosevelt to remove him 
as chairman-directcr of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

He asked that the presidential 
order ousting him last March 22 
be declared void. 

He also asked that T V A Direc- 
tor David E. Lilienthal and Har- 
court A. Morgan, present T V A 
chairman, be ordered to recognize 
him as a fellow director and as 
chairman. 

He asked for back salary of 
$2916 and a judgment declaring the 
President’s removal order “wholly 
invalid, void and of no effect what- 
soever.” 

Also, he asked that the appoint- 
ment of Harcourt Morgan to the 
chairmanship be declared “wholly 
invalid, void and without authority 
in law.” 

Arthur E. Morgan several months 
ago accused his associates of ham- 
pering efforts to secure “honesty, 
openness, decency and fairness” in 
administration of the T V A. 

He defied President Roosevelt 
by refusing to discuss with him 
the basis of his accusations, assert- 
ing that only a congressional in- 
quiry could remove “a menace to 
good government.” 

President Roosevelt removed Dr. 
Morgan from office for “refusing 
to submit” to demands for facts, 
for “obstructing the work of the 
T V A” and for “openly making 
grave and libelous charges of dis- 
honesty and want of integrity” 
against his associates.. 

In the suit Dr. Morgan asserted 
the “action of the President of 
the United States did not and does

Dr. Morgan Says He Will Carry

COLUMBUS, O., July 7.—Dr. Ar- 
thur E. Morgan said here lats night 
he was prepared to carry to the 
United States Supreme Court his 
fight to regain the chairmanship 
of the T V A board from which he 
was ousted by President Roosevelt. 

“The act creating the T V A,” he 
said in an interview, “never was 
intended to give the President pow- 
er to remove board members.” 

His suit was filed in Chancery 
Court, he said, in the belief that 
speedier action would be obtained 
than in a Federal district court. He 
said the suit involved questions of 
law rather than of fact. 


APPEALS COURT ISSUES ORDER 
FOR EXECUTION OF KIDNAPER 


New Death Date to Be Set for 
John Henry Seadlund, Killer 
of Charlies S. Ross. 

CHICAGO, July 7.—The United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals is- 
sued today a mandate that the 
death sentence on Kidnaper John 
Henry Seadlund be carried out. 

The period in which a petition 
for rehearing Seadlund’s case could 
be filed expired yesterday, with 
none filed. He could still appeal, 
but United States Attorney Michael 
L. Igoe said he had been informed 
Seadlund had decided not to appeal. 

Seadlund, 27-year-old Ironton 
(Minn.), woodsman, pleaded guilty 
of the $50,000 ransom kidnaping last 
Sept. 25 of Charles C. Ross, 72, re- 
tired Chicago greeting card man- 
ufacturer. Ross was killed by Sead- 
lund at the kidnap hideout near 
Spooner, Wis. 

A jury in United States District 
Judge John P. Barnes’ court sen- 
tenced Seadlund to death in March. 
Execution, scheduled for April 19, 
was postponed when Seadlund’s 
court-appointed attorneys said. they 
would ask for rehearing or would 
appeal. Under the mandate today, 
Judge Barnes will set a new date 
for the execution. 


DICKMANN VETOES BILL 
AS SPOT ZONING MEASURE 


Aldermen Will Pass on Its Rejec- 
tion at Their Meeting on 
duly 15. 

Mayor Dickmann today vetoed a 
bill passed 10 days ago by the 
Board of Aldermen which would 
have changed the northwest cor- 
ner of Kingshighway and Thekla 
avenue from a residential to a com- 
mercial zone. 

The Mayor told reporters he con- 
sidered the bill ‘spot zoning and 
said it was his policy to veto all 
such bills. The. bill would have 
permitted Dr. E. B. M. Casey to 
erect a residence and a store on 
the corner. Mayor Dickmann said 
he told Dr. Casey to go ahead with 
the erection of a residence and per- 
haps later the neighboring prop- 
erty owners would not object to 
the erection of a store. 

At the public hearing before the 
Board of Aldermen, 55 property 
owners objected to the bill. The 
board will vote on the Mayur’s veto 
at the July 15 meeting. The bill 
was sponsored by Gilbert Weiss, 
an attorney, with offices in the 
same suite with Robert Hannegan, 
chairman of the Democratic City 
Committee.

A house worth 
20,000 marks today will be “volun- 
tarily” given up by its Jewish own- 
er so that it can be : erred to 
Aryan possession,” and the owner 
agrees to accept 200 or 300 marks 
for it. He never gets the 200 or 
300 marks. : 

Sometimes it happens that a Jew 
who has been baptised as an infant, 
or has an “Aryan” grandmother, or 
some other special claim to consid- 
eration, will have the temerity to 
refuse to sign these papers of sur- 
render. In such cases the property 
is simply taken and a printed post 
card is sent to the owner notifying 
him that he must send in his keys 
to the police station or the locks 
will be changed at his expense. 

One Desire Is to Escape. 

There is only one desire to be 
found among the Jews of Vienna, 
whether they were rich or poor be- 
fore the annexation, and that is to 
escape. The Nazi authorities are 
anxious for them to leave the coun- 
try and have stooped to all sorts of 
tricks to get them out. 

For example, the Nazis know that 
foreign countries will give tem- 
porary visas to Jews but will not 
accept them as permanent residents 
when they are likely to be public 
charges. Consequently, Jews re- 
ceive passports which say they can 
go out and come back again, and 
in exchange for such passports they 
are made to sign a promise that 
they will never return. The French 
and British consulates in particular 
were tricked into giving a number 
of visas by this device. 

Another and far graver swindle is 
the effort of the Gestapo to smug- 
gle Jews into Palestine without the 
permission of the British Govern- 
ment or the consent of the Zionist 
organization. ‘Three shiploads of 
Jews have been smuggled out in the 
last five or six weeks, and what will 
become of them in Palestine is any- 
body’s guess. The Gestapo achieved 
several purposes at once by this 
trick—get rid of Jews, embarrass 
the Zionists, create trouble for the 
British and encourage the Arabs to 
disorder and murder. 

But though the Nazis wish to be 
rid of the Jews, they do not want 
them to escape with any money. 
Jewels and ready money are in- 
variably seized when houses are 
|searched, as is done every night. 
Other property is not so easily con- 
fiscated. Houses and other estates, 
industrial shares, shops and fac- 
tories have to be taken with somé 
semblance of legal form or the re- 
sult would be chaos in the whole 
economy. 
System of Heavy Taxation. 
The system adopted is cumulative 
tion to insure that no money 
li be left to the emigrating Jew. 
Twenty-five per cent of his capital 
must be paid for the tax called 
“flight from the Reich”; 10 per cent 
must be paid for relief of the Jews 
still remaining in Vienna (which, of 
course, never reaches them); in- 
come, profits and corporation taxes 
must be paid in full on the German 
scale (not the Austrian), and ex- 
haustive investigations are made 
into past records to establish ways 
of making new claims. 
In the case of wealthy Jews, it is 
always possible to charge that the 
full taxes were not paid for 1932 or 
1933, or 1934. Taxes must be paid 
not only on property still remaining 
to the emigrating Jews, but also on 
property which was taken away 
from him last March. Another way 
of obtaining money is in so-called 
“debts.” No Jew can emigrate until 
he has paid all his “debts,” al- 
though, incidentally, no person is 
obliged to pay a debt to a Jew. 
Under debts comes a. series of 
little tricks that make it impossible 
‘for a Jew to keep any money at all.

Fortunately, according to the new 
methods of meat cookery, lower 
temperatures are used for: cooking 
all meat, and this is especially ad- 
vantageous in cooking veal. 

Roast in Open Pan: 

Just a short time ago cooking au- 
thorities told you that veal was one 
exception to the rule that meat was 
roasted without a cover. Now veal, 
too, takes its place in the open 
roasting pan. However, you may, 
if you wish, place slices of bacon 
or salt pork over the top if you are 
afraid the outside will become too 
brown and the roast too dry. This 
is usually not necessary, however, 
if veal is cooked at the low tem- 
perature of 300 degrees. 

Cuts for Roasting. 

The leg and shoulder of veal are 
the two most popular cuts for roast- 
ing, although the loin and rib sec- 
tions, if these are not used for 
chops, make excellent roasts. In 
fact, any chunky piece of veal may 
be roasted satisfactorily because

veal is a very tender meat. The 
veal shoulder often is boned and 
rolled, as shown in the illustration, 
because this makes carving easy. 
Then it can be cut into slices easily 
for there are no bones to hinder the 
knife. Boning and rolling the veal 
shoulder has another advantage, 
too. It may be cut into roasts of 
any size desired. Frequently 
pounded cod fat is rolled around 
the veal and tied into shape. This 
adds the fat which a veal roast 
may lack. 
To Roast Veal. 

Place the veal roast, fat side up, 
on a rack in an open roasting pan. 
Season with salt and pepper. If the 
meat is lacking in fat, place slices 
of bacon or salt pork over the top. 
Do not add water. Place in slow 
oven (300 degrees). Do not cover. 
Allow 25 to 30 minutes to the pound 
for roasting. 

If you use a meat thermometer, 
roast the veal until the thermomet- 
er registers 170 degrees. Veal is 
always cooked well-done. 
| Veal a la King. 

Cut left-over cold roast veal into 
small dice. Make a medium cream 
sauce by combining flour with melt- 
ed butter, gradually adding milk or 
veal stock, and cooking slowly until 
thickened. Season with salt and 
pepper, finely diced green pepper 
and pimiento and paprika. Mush- 


butter, diced celery, cooked peas or 
any. left-over vegetable may be add- 
ed if desired. Cook slowly until the 
meat and vegetables are heated 
through. Serve on toast or in patty 
shells, Decorate with parsley and 
strips of pimiento and green pepper. 
Top with a cube of currant jelly. 
Veal Mousse. 

Three cups cold roast veal, diced. 

One and one-half tablespoons gel- 
atin. 

One-fourth cup cold water. 

Two-thirds cup boiling water. 

One cup whipping cream. 

Two tablespoons finely chopped 
pimiento. 

Two tablespoons chopped parsley. 

One-eighth teaspoon paprika. 

Salt and pepper. 

Soak the gelatin in cold water for 
five minutes. Add the boiling water 
and stir until dissolved. Add diced 
veal, paprika, pimiento and parsely. 
Fold in the whipped cream and 
pour into a ring mold which has 
been dipped in cold water. Set in 
the refrigerator until stiff. Unmold 
onto a large platter. 

Banana Fioat. 

Slice or break one ripe banana 
into bowl and beat with rotary 
egg beater or electric mixer until 
creamy. Or press banana through 
medium mesh wire strainer with a 
spoon. Add one cup cold milk and 
one tablespoon -vanilla ice cream 
and mix in cocktail shaker.

exotic names of its many varieties. 
It was in Italy, for instance, that 
the name cantaloup was first ap- 
plied to a muskmelon. Originally 
this name referred to a variety cul- 
tivated in the gardens of the Italian 
castle of Cantalupo. 

Today, the name cantaloup still 
sticks, but it has outgrown its first 
restricted meaning. In America we 
use it for many varieties of musk- 
melon, all those that are small, 
oval, netted and suited to shipping. 

Although it sounds a bit like a 
schoolboy’s riddle, the simple fact 
is that “all cantaloups on our mar- 
kets are muskmelons, but many va- 
rieties and types of muskmelons are 
not true cantaloups.” Those of the 
“muskmelon” type. include the 


market now, the Persians and Cass- 
abas that come a little later. :

melon variety—the mildew resistant 
No, 45. This may be a singularly. 


matter-of-fact name for a cantaloup, - 


but there is nothing matter-of-fact 
about its good flavor, good shipping 
qualities, and its resistance to mil- 
dew disease. * 

This new cantaloup is the result 
of work by plant breeders of the 
California Experiment Station and 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Research started in 
1925 when an outbreak of powdery 
mildew. threatened to wipe out all 
the muskmelons in Imperial Valley, 
California. 

After years of careful breeding 
work, these scientists produced the 
new variety, mildew resistant No. 45 
and released it to growers in 1936, 
This year over 90 per cent:of all 
the cantaloups in Imperial Val- 
ley, California, and in ‘Salt River 
Valleyl, Arizona, will be of this new 
variety. These two regions pro- 
duce more than half of the com- 
mercial crop for the United States, 

Because of its resistance Yo mil- 
dew and good shipping qualities the 
mildew resistant No. 45 may be 
picked ripe from the vine. Then 
after precooling, and a trip of nine 
or 10 days in a refrigerated car, it 
will arrive on Eastern markets in 
tip-top table condition. 


With the advent of this and 
other improved cantaloup varieties 
chances for getting “good” ones on 
the market are better than ever. 
But a knowledge of how to pick 
melons is still a part of any shop- 
per’s stock-in-trade, 


Ripened on Healthy Vines. 

In the first place, melons with 
good flavor are ripened on healthy 
vines. For it takes a good leaf 
surface to put the sugar and other 
things that make for flavor into 
a melon. Therefore, if the shopper 
happens to be in the fortunate po- 
sition of beirig able to pick her 
melons straight from the field she 
looks first to see that the vine is 
vigorous and green. 

Very few women, however, are 
able to select a melan in the field, 
But there are other indications that 
tell pretty well the things that are 
important to eating quality. Time 
of picking makes a great difference 
-—that is, how mature the melon 
was when picked. 

Best cantaloups for eating are 


or overripe. To check on this, 


examine the stem end of the can- oe 


taloup. Picked full ripe it will 
have a smooth even scar with no 
stem at all attached. But the can- 
taloup picked green will have a, 
portion of the stem still attached. 
Qr there will be a rough ‘place 
where it was pulled out. 


Next, look the whole cantaloup 
over critically. It should be firm, 
well netted. And the color under- 
neath these nettings should be a 
light golden yellow. See that this 
golden color is uniform over all the 
melon. Overripe cantaloups will 
have a pale, faded-yellow ground 
color. In underripe ones this will 
be a pure green or a light canary 
yellow. | . 

Some cantaloups do their own 
advertising when they are ripe, for 
then their characteristic musky 
odor becomes more noticeable. And 
in some varieties a good sweet 
melon will have little globules of 
sugar about the stem scar. These 
are a sort of cherry red color— 
about the size of a pencil point. 


Honeyballs and honeydews are 
popular muskmelons that do not 
come in the cantaloup class. The 
honeyball is only slightly netted 
and when ripe its skin changes 
from a lightish green to a lightish 
yellow. Its flesh is spicier and 
sweeter than that of. cantaloup. 

Honeydews also have a green 
flesh and are slightly elongated in 
shape. These, unlike cantaloupes, 
are best picked when they are still 

rowing. So | 
usugily have their stems attached, 
These are ready to eat when there 
is just a change from a light green 
to a paler green in the skin. | And 
there is often a slight tinging of 

llow. 

"But no matter how adept the 
homentaker gets at picking the 
good ones, there probably always 
will be a slight feeling of suapense 
just before the melon is cut up to 
be served.

Flaky Tart Shells. 

Two and one-half cups sifted: all- 
purpose flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Three-fourths cup shortening. 

Five tablespoons cold water

Sift flour and salt together. Add 
one-half of shortening and cut in 
until mixture is as fine as meal. 
Add remaining shortening and con- 
tinue cutting until particles are 
size of a navy bean. Sprinkle wa- 
ter, one tablespoon at a time, over 
mixture. With a fork, work lightly 
together until a dough is formed. 

Roll dough one-eighth inch 
thick and prick with fork. Cut in 
five-inch rounds and fit into patty 
pans or over outside of muffin 
pans. If muffin pans are used, fit 
dough snugly over pans, pinching 
into about seven pleats. Bake in 
very hot oven (450 degrees) 10 to 
15 minutes. Makes 12 tart shells.

When Father says, “Let’s carve 
in the kitchen,” the -chances are 
that he merely laeks confidence in 
his own ability to carve well. The 
best way to gain confidence is to 
practice—to take advantage of 
every opportunity to carve often. 
With proper tools and a knowledge 
of a few principles, carving can be 
an easy task, which lends grace 
and charm to the meal. 
Proper Tools. 

For easy carving, proper tools are 
essential, No one can do satisfac- 
tory carving without a sharp knife, 
so sharpen the knife as often as 
necessary. A steel for this purpose 
usually is included with the carving 
set, and may be used just before 
serving, preferably in the kitchen. 
Carving knives, when not in use, 
always should be protected, either 
in a box or carefully wrapped so 
that the edge does not come in 
contact with other cutlery. 

Carving Principles. 
To be a good caryer, one must 
know something of the structure of 
the meat. A knowledge of where 
the joints are located and the di- 
rection the fibers run is obtained 
best by experience in carving and 
handling meat. Meat always should 
be cut across the grain of the meat, 
because this cuts the long fibers 
and increases tenderness. This 
means that in carving a whole ham 
or a leg of lamb, the slices should 
be cut perpendicular and at right 
angles to the bone. | 
When carving a slice of meat, 
after the first incision has been 
made, the angle at which the knife 
is held should never be altered, or 
a jagged slice will result. The cut 
should be sharp and decisive. Never 
use a sawing motion. 
Carve enough slices for everyone 
before starting the serving, being 
careful to divide the meat in such 
a manner that each person is 
served equally well. ;

A high-cost meal is not neces- 
sarily one which will cause the 
greatest amount of pleasure nor 
satisfy the appetite most fully. The 
ideal meal must be good to look at 
as well as good to taste. This 
can be achieved only with proper 
consideration and planning. There 
are seasoned cooks and rare indi- 
viduals who can always get good 
results without following a recipe, 
but they probably learned their 
art and science either by watching 
someone who knew how or else by 
the wasteful trial-and-error method. 
For this reason it is a good idea to 
follow recipes exactly. 

Color and Texture. 

Contrasting color and combin- 


“1 ing strong and light shades of the 


same one give interesting results. 
If the meal is a colorful one it is 
bound to be appetizing. Food tex- 
tures are also important. For yva- 
riety’s sake some foods should be 
crisp, others creamed or buttered. 
It is best that a salad does not 
repeat part of the main meal. For 
summer, desserts should be on the 
light side and the salad and des- 
sert courses may be combined prof- 
itably. At least one hot dish 
should be provided where the meal 
is of the cold-cuts type. This dish 
may be a soup at the beginning of 
the meal, a main dish, or a hot bev- 
erage.

To serve, loosen the frozen cheese 
from the tray and turn out on 
waxed paper. Slice in quarter inch 
slices. With the stem end of the 
tomatoes down, make two cuts 
about two-thirds of the way down. 
Insert slices of cheese. Trim off .he 
corners to conform with the size 
of the tomato Prepare lettuce cups 
and add a little shredded lettuce 
‘before the tomatoes are placed on 


top. 
Rhubarb Sherbet. 


Four cups cubed raw rhubarb. 
One cup water. 


One-fourth cup orange juice. 
One-fourth cup pineapple juice. 
Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
One cup sugar. 

One cup water. 

One-half cup white corn syrup. 
Two egg whites. 

Two tabi sugar. 

Cook the rhubarb with one cup of 
water until tender.

Why Weather 
Affects Those 
With Arthritis

Logan Clendening, M. D. 
HE influence of weather on 

T arenritis is traditional. The 
rheumatiz aches when a storm 

is in the offing, and the bones feel 

numb when the frost begins. When 

the hot days arrive, you wouldn’t 


know it, It loosens up and 
“sooples,” as we say in Missouri. 


Studies on the capillaries in peo- 
ple with arthritis have taught us a 
great deal about the reasons for 
these, as well as other phenomena 
of arthritis. Wallenberg showed 
that in cases of arthritis there were 
changes in the blood vessels of the 
affected joints, and he was able to 
produce a kind of artificial arthritis 
by ligation of vessels around the 
joint. : 


Goldhaft and his associates called 
attention to the state of the circula- 
tion in the skin and especially in 
the extremities in arthritis, The 
skin is almost always cold and 
white and moist and gives other ev- 
idence of poor circulation. 


It remained for Pierce and Pem- 
berton at the University of Penn- 
sylvania to study systematically a 
large group of arthritic invalids as 
to the state of the capillary circu- 
lation. It is possible to arrange a 
miscroscope with a very little addi- 
tional apparatus so that the small- 
est blood vessels—the capillaries— 
can be seen in the skin at the bot- 
tom of the nails. They can be 
measured as to size and counted as 
to number in a given space, and the 
size and number have been stand- 
ardized so that we can say “this is 
normal” or “this is abnormal.” : 


In patients with arthritis of the 
atrophic—the most crippling—type, 
it was striking to see that the 
capillaries were all attenuated and 
inclined to be in spasm, so that the 
blood supply to the part was al-| 
ways distinctly below par.
